I am in receipt of a report of alleged violations of the Boston College Code of Student Conduct in

Based on the initial reports and information available at this time, I have identified the following policy in the 
Code of Student Conduct which you may have violated: 

4.4.6 Sexual Misconduct Policy — Specifically, it is alleged that into the early morning hours of 
November 4, 2018 in your residence hall room you sexually assaulted 

ky engaging in non-consensual sexual contact through kissing and touching of 
intimate body parts and penetrating her vagina with your penis without her consent while was 

incapacitated. In addition and prior to this, it is alleged you engaged in non-consensual touching in m 
m This alleged behavior may constitute Sexual Assault, as defined in the Sexual 

Misconduct Policy under Section III, Prohibited Behavior. 

If during the investigation there are additional allegations, we would provide an updated notice to you. The 
complete Sexual Misconduct Policy can be found in the Boston College Student Guide here. Please see Section 
VI. The University Response, subsection b. Investigation for more information regarding the investigatory process. 

To discuss this matter, you will meet with me and an external investigator. In order to schedule this meeting, 
please promptly send me (Kristen.odriscoll@bc.edu) all of your availability for an interview beginning Tuesday, 
January 29, 2019. To assist with scheduling, my co-investigator and I have reviewed our best availability beginning 
that day and have identified two time blocks on Tuesday, January 29 th that do not conflict with your class schedule: 

• Tuesday, January 29, 2019 from 8:30 AM - 10:30 AM or 3:00 PM - 5:00 PM 

You are welcome to bring a Guide and/or Adviser of your choice to this meeting (and any meetings concerning 
this matter).
